Janin et al. does not teach steps (a) and (b) of instant claim 1 . The prior art reference does 
not contain the identical or obvious variants of the aforementioned process conditions. A person 
of ordinary skill in the art would not have expected that making these structural modifications 
would retain identical activity as disclosed in the prior art.
